Seaweed paper is obtd. from seaweed fibre, i.e. fine chaetomorpha fibre 
as raw material. 

ADVANTAGE - Paper obtd. from the fine chaetomorpha fibre is interlaced 
with the fine fibre and has excellent physical properties, e.g. high 
tensile strength, flexibility and mothproofing properties. 

ADVANTAGE - In an example, seaweed gathered from seashores and sea bottom 
is dried and exposed to the sun for about 10 hrs . The dried seaweed is 
immersed in water and dust and sand adhered to the seaweed removed and the 
resultant further exposed to the sun and sprayed with water for about 10 
days. About 10wt.% of fluorescent agent and seaweed paste are added and the 
resultant finely divided in a mixer to 5-20 mm length. The finely divided 
seaweed is heated with hot water to give a seaweed soln. Paper is mfd. from 
the soln. and raw material for Japanese paper. 
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
